The Duke of Devonshire Announces 
that He Will Not Support Bal- 
four’s Policy 


London, Feb. 23,—In the House of 
Lords today the Duke of Devenshire 
provoked a debate on. fiscal question in 
opening which he announced that he 
and h's friends would oppose to the best 
of their ability the proposals made by 
the Unionist leader. The Duke added 
that he remained a Unionist, but would 
not accept a leadership. which involved 
him with the opinigns expressed by 
former Premier Ba@'fourand Mr. Cham- 
berlain. Former Foreign Secretary 
Landsdowne defended the policy of Mr. 
Balfour, while Lord Coschen, former 
Chancellor of the Exchequer associated 
himself with the Duké-of Devonshire in 
repudiating it. 


Arranging for First Parliament 


The preparations are well under way 
for the first session of Alberta’s first 
Legislature. The session will be held 
in the assembly room of the McKay 
avenue public school, which will be 
temporarily fitted up. for the accommo- 
dation of the members. The speaker's 
dias will occupy a-raised platform at 
the end of the room furthest from the 
staircase and rooms will be partitioned 
off on the speaker's right and left, one 
as a members’ cloak room, and the oth- 
er for the accommodation of the speak- 
er, from which he will emerge in his 
cocked hat and robes of office. 

A regulation speakers’ chair will be 
ordered from the city cf Toronto and 
will arrive in good time for occupation 
by the First Legislator of Alberta. 
Regulation desks and chairs for the 
members have been ordered and will be 
here in time for the opening of Par- 
liament. These desks will afterwards 
be moved to the new Parliament build- 
ings when the latter have been erect- 
ed. 

A mace, the symbol of authority, is 
bting manufactured in Calgary, so that 
the legislators will be adie to trans- 
act business in the name of the King 
and in the presence of the time-hon- 
ored gilded bauble that always rests 
somfortably with its head upon a-vel- 
vet pillow on the clerk's table in front 
of the speaker. An Alberta goldsmith 
has charge of its construction, and it 
is expected that he will turn out a glit- 


}icr-1z emblem of authority tnuat will 


vie with any of its predecessors .n 
other provinces. 

The Deputy Minister of Pubiic Works 
Mr. John Stocks, who, in the absence 
of the Minister of Public Works, is 
looking after the arrangement of the 
Legislative Chamber, has provided spec- 
ial accommodation for the press and a 
press ‘gallery’ will be erected facing 
the speaker at the end of the aisle 
which will divide the opposition from 
the government benches. Ample accom- 
modation for the newspaper men of the 
province will be made, and the Pub- 
lic Works Department is taking pains 
to accommodate the reporters so that 
every facility will be given for secur- 


,ing good reports of the first meeting 
of the Legislature of the Province. 

A gown and regulation cocked hai 
have been procured for Mr. Speaker 
and a good deal of speculation is be- 
ing indulged in as to who will wear 
these robes of office. 

Ample seating accommodation wili be 
made for the general public; there will 
probably be two sets of seats, immedi- 
ately behind the members’ desks which 
will be reserved for admission by tick- 
et, similar to the speakers’ and mem- 
bers’ galleries in other Legislative As- 
sembly buildings. This, if it is done, 
will be for the purpose of reserving 
places for the friends of the members 
who come from other paris of the 
Province to listen to the debates of the 
Legislature, but there will be a large 
number of seats to accommodate the 
general public. 

There will be a good deal of interest 
in the opening of tuis session which 
will be performed by Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Bulyea with the usual military 
pomp and array and qt a few people 
from all parts of the Province will 
doubtless be in the city to hear the 
speech from the Throne delivered. Fol- 
lowing this the maiden efforts of the 


mover and seconder of the address in 
reply te the speech from the throne 
will be listened to with a great deal 
of interest and not the least of the cur- 
iosity of the public will be directed to 
the speech by the leader of the Oppos- 
ition, who will follow the mover and 
seconder of the address. It is not 
known that the election of the leader 
has taken place and there is a pozsi- 
bility of the vote for that position be- 
ing a tie, but it is expected that be- 
fore the House meets it will have been 
decided which of the Honorable Mem- 
bes will occupy the position directiy 
at the speaker’s left will address the 
House on behalf of His Majesty's loyai 
Opposition. 

A number of interesting debates will 
doubtless take place during the session 
but no doubt the one upon the Capital 
questi n wil) eclipse all others and will 
probably attract the greatest number 
of spectators. The session will be a 
very interesting one as the foundation 
cf Covernmart for thenew Prov nce will 
be laid and the proceedings of Alberta’s 
first Parliament will be followed with 
a great deal of interest by citizens all 
over the Province.

The Grand Trunk Pacific Railway 
Company, with its heart set on getting 
a line through to the Pacific coast, will 
naturally be the largest buiiders of 


new railway lines in the west this 


season. Their plans call for the con- 
struction of almost 1,900 miles of road. 
Contracis had been previously award- 
ed for two sections, one 210 miles 
long, from Fort William to the junc- 
tion of the Transcontinental line that 
is to be built by the Government, and 
another 250 miles long from Portage 
la Prairie in a north-wesierly direc- 
tion toward Touchwood Hillis, yester- 
day, tenders were opened and contracts 
let for the balance of the line into 
Edmonton. 


Almost 1,000 miles in a year by only 
one company! At first sight the thing 
looks like an impossibility, but a lead- 
ing official of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Railway, statedthat,as aresult of the 
various big machines that had been 
invented they had every reason to ex- 
pect it would be accomplished. 


And then,‘ there is the tremendous 
number of rnen that will be required 
if the work is to be completed. The 
official of the company, who is close 
to General Manager Morse, said the 
statement that between 4,000 and 5,000 
men would be employed by the different 
construction companies at work on 
the proposed G. T. P. lines would be a 
eonservative one. 

Besides these contracts for the com- 
pany’s portion of the line the Govern- 
ment is calling for tenders for the 
construction of two divisions of the 
Government section, one from Winni- 
peg eastward to the junction of the 
Lake Superior branch and the other 
from the city of Quebec westward. 
The line from Winnipeg to the Lake 
Superior junction will be 245 miles in 
length. 

The indications are therefore that 
with the opening spring an army of 
men will be turned loose on the work 
of completing as rapidly as men and 
means can do so the entire line from 
Edmonton to the Lakes, a length of 
some 1169 miles.
